Gentlemen :—It is with pleasure that I submit to 
you, and through you to the citizens of the town, this, 
my fifth annual report as superintendent of the schools 
of Brookfield. It is accompanied by the report of the 
school nurse.

Comparing this table with the one published a 
year ago, you will note that the total number of pupils 
enrolled is three less than for the preceding year, but 
the average membership is practically the same. The 
per cent of attendance is two-tenths of one per cent 
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fy) 


higher than the average for the whole state. There is an 
increase in the number of instances of tardiness due, 
probably, to the unusual severity of last winter. I! 
trust that there will be an improvement in this respect 
this year. 

If we are to maintain the high standard for at- 
tendance which has been our record for the past three 
years, more co-operation will be required on the part of 
parents in one or two families. In a rural community 
it is not possible to send a truant officer to look up de- 
linquent children every morning. Everywhere school 
officials dislike to resort to legal measures except as a 
last resort. Such measures may, however, become 
necessary, unless the pressure is exerted where it 
should be,—by parents in the home. 


We are fortunate to retain the services of two out 
of three of our former teachers for another year. Mrs. 
Willey is now teaching for the fifth year in the Church- 
ill School; and Miss Laskey, for the third year at 
Stoneham. Miss Brummitt declined a re-appointment 
at Hackett School, as she wished to take up profession- 
al study herself this year. Her place was filled by the 
appointment of Miss Marian E. Wentworth, who had 
had one year’s previous experience. 


Since my last report the interior of the school- 
house at Stoneham has been re-painted, making a 
great improvement in this building. The interior of 
the Hackett School has also been re-painted with like 
result. The work upon the foundations of this house, 
recommended a year ago, has been begun but is not yet 
completed. It will doubtless be completed in the near 
future. 
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Since no expensive repairs seem required else- 
where, I think that the present year would be a good 
time to lay a new floor in the Hackett School. It is 
much needed. I would recommend that this be made of 
southern pine, which is somewhat less expensive than 
hard wood and almost equally good for a school build- 

ing, when kept properly oiled. 


As for the previous year, the health work in the 
schools has been under the direction of Mrs. Anna 
Clow, R. N. 


Comparing her report for this year with that of 
one year ago, it will be noted that fewer physical de- 
fects were found among the pupils this year, and that 
a greater number of corrective treatments have been 
secured. . 


I cannot close this communication without brief 
mention of one who long served the interests of Brook- 
field schools, but who is with us no more. By the 
death of Charles Willey, for several years chairman of 
the Brookfield School Board, the District lost an 
efficient executive; the schools, an earnest advocate; 
and the superintendent, a faithful and helpful friend. 
Interested in the progress of the schools, almost to his 
last conscious moments he was planning improvements 
for their future. This I know. In his departure from 
our midst, I feel a great personal loss.
